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Commissioners’ Report 


To the Citizens of Grafton County : 


We herewith submit our report of the affairs of the County 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1910, together with the reports of the 
sheriff, solicitor, clerk of the court, jailer, treasurer, and auditors 
and the superintendent, physician and chaplain of the County 
Farm. 

It is gratifying to report that the annual statement of the 
treasurer shows that the County is in excellent financial condition 
with practically no debts and money enough in the treasury to 
provide for all expenses until about April 1, three months beyond 
the close of the fiscal year. 

There are no notes against the County. the only liabilities 
being five outstanding orders amounting to $ror.15, these not 
having been presented for payment. ‘There is a balance in the 
treasury of $3819.06 and cash assets, which include bills due the 
County farm, of $708.48. 

The value of the personal property at the County Farm as 
inventoried Jan. 1, 1gt1, is $26,720.68, which added to the 
cash assets and money in the treasury gives a_ surplus of 
$31,147.07, a gain over the preceding year of $3,409.03. ‘This 
compares well with the gain of last year over 1909, which 
amounted to $1226.20. 

The work of making an index of the records in Concord, 
Dover and Keene, of real estate transfers applying to what is 
now Grafton County, prior to its organization, is now com- 
pleted, and as soon as the volumes are received from the 
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bindery they will be placed in the Registry of Deeds at Woods- 
ville. ‘These shouid be of great value to lawyers, and others. 
engaged in searching titles. 

There have been no extraordinary expenses during the year, 
the cost of each department having been substantially the same 
as in the past. 

One substantial improvement has been made at the County 
Farm in the erection of a new cold storage building ata cost of 
over $2000, and the dairy department has been equipped with a 
new cream separator, operated by electricity. Tne farm has. 
been conducted economicaliy and well under the management of 
Superintendent Phillips and the produce has been about the 
same asin previous years. During the year, cream and calves to. 
the value of $3600 were sold from the farm. ‘The farm products 
included some 325 tons of hay, 300 tons of ensilage, 3000. 
bushels of roots, besides potatoes, grain, etc. 

Every farmer in the County should be interested to visit the 
Farm and investigate the system of stock raising and farming 
conducted by the superintendent, Mr. H. C. Phillips, who, with 
his wife as matron, has so satisfactorily conducted it for the 
past 18 years. We have one of the best herds of Holstein cows. 
and heifers in the state, including about 150 head. That our 
citizens may realize the quality of this herd, we reproduce with, 
the superintendent’s report, photographs of some of this stock.

‘Your attention is called to the following extracts from the laws of 
1903 
CHAPTER 42, SECTION I 

SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any assistance 
‘to any person within six years preceding his death shall be en- 
‘titled to recover from the estate of such person the sum or sums 
‘paid out for such assistance, the said claim to be a preferred 
claim against his said estate after the payment of funeral charges, 
‘expense of last sickness and expenses of administration, provided 
the leaves no widow or minor children living at his decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


“SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the support of any 
yperson unless he, or the person under whom he derives his settle- 
ment shall have wholly gained a settlement therein during the 
‘ten years preceding the last date of application for support ; pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town in this 
state upon arriving at the age of seventy years shall lose that set- 
¢lement on account of being exempt by law from paying a poll 
‘tax, if he still resides in said town.”’ 


CHAPTER I10, SECTION 1, last clause 


“tx, Any person of the age of twenty-one years who shall 
thave resided in any town in this state, and, being taxed for his 
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poll for seven years in succession, shall have paid all taxes legally: 
assessed on his poll and estate during that term, and any un- 
married woman of the age of twenty-one years who shall have 
resided in any town in this state seven years in succession, shall 
have pail all taxes legally assessed on her estate during that term, 
shall thereby gain a settlement in such town.” Also to Chapter 
67 of the laws of 1903, Chapter 84 of the Public Statutes, Chap- 
ters 1 and 71 of the laws of 1907, relating to paupers, and the 
following from Chapter 11o, Public Statutes, relating to “assist- 
ance to persons in quarantine.” 

SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is placed in 
quarantine by a board of health, to protect the public against 
small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or any other dangerous, in- 
fectious or contagious diseases, it shall be the duty of said board 
to assist such person or family while in quarantine in-such manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise and neces- 
sary. 

SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such part thereof 
as the board may determine, shall be deemed a legitimate expen- 
diture for the protection of the public health and shall be 
charged to the account of incidental expenses, but not to any in- 
digent pauper account, nor shall such expenditure be construed to: 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quarantined and 
assisted unless such person or persons are already paupers as de- 
fined by the Public Statutes.

The foregoing shows a total of eighty-eight matters that 
have been prosecuted by the Solicitor in Superior court during 
the current year. This does not include prosecutions in Police 
and Justice courts and there are several indictments impounded 
awaiting opportunity for service upon the respondents therein 
named. 

Two defaulted bail cases, State v Brown and State v Con- 
stantine, entered at September term, 1908, have been adjusted 
by the Attorney General, and there are no civil cases now stand- 
ing upon the docket in which the County is a party. 

There were on the Equity docket January 1, 1g10, two 
cases under the nuisance act, viz., Solicitor v Brown and Solic- 
itor v Sorrell. The first of these is still upon the docket. The 
second was dismissed by direction of the Attorney General at 
January term, IgIo. 

. There have been during the year three Libels for condem- 
nation of liquor upon the Equity docket, viz., Solicitor v D. H. 
Sargent, Solicitor v Lewis Sorrell, and State v Dominic Falzerino. 
Decrees of forfeiture have been made in the first and third, 
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and the second was dismissed by direction of the Attorney 
General. 

The Solicitor recommends to the County delegation at the 
coming session of the General Court that the members interest 
themselves to cause to be enacted an amendment to Public 
Statutes, chapter 252, section 18, relating to filing copies of 
process, records, etc., in cases of appeals and binding over by 
Police and Justice Courts. As the law now stands these copies 
are to be filed with the Clerk of Court on or before the first day 
of the next term following the conviction or binding over. There 
is no provision made to place like copies in the hands of the 
Solicitor. It must be evident that a law requiring such copies 
to be sent to the Solicitor within a reasonable time after convic- 
tion or binding over would aid the Solicitor materially in his 
preparation of the work for the next Grand Jury, for if the 
copies are not received by the Solicitor until the first day of the 
term, it may and frequently does happen that matters are thus 
sent up of which the solicitor has never befcre heard. It does 
not seem advisable to repeal the present law in this particular, 
but the Solicitor suggests that an addition be made to the present 
law which will require each Justice of the Peace and of a Police 
Court to forward to the Solicitor true and attested copies of all 
such process, records, etc., within ten days from the date of con- 
viction or binding over. The practice pretty generally prevails 
to do this, but legislative enactment would tend to make the 
practice more uniform and enable the Solicitor to better prepare 
matters for the Grand Jury.
